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OUR CONTROL OF AN INTER-OCEANIC CANAL. 


Ir is long since so important a treaty has been pre- 
sented to the consideration of the United States Senate 
as that relating to the Nicaragua Canal, which was signed 
by the plemipotentiaries at Washington on the 1st of the 
present month of December. This treaty provides for 
the building of an inter-oceanic canal across the terri- 
tory of Nicaragua, the United States furnishing the 
money and Nicaragua the. land, the two owning the 
canal together and dividing its profits in the proportion 
of two-thirds to the United States and the other third 
to Nicaragua. Of the six managers who are to control 
the canal when built, and also a railway and telegraph 
line along its route, three are to be appointed by Nica- 
rauga and three by the President of the United States, 
including the chairman, who, in case of tie, shall have 
an additional casting vote. The United States engages 
to commence the work within two years and to com- 
plete it within ten years) thereafter, Nicaragua binding 
itself to extend this period ‘‘as far as 18 just and 
necessary.” To enable Nicaragua to complete certain 
enterprises which will promote the interests of the 
canal, the United States agrees to advance her $4,000, - 
000, to be repaid, with three percent. interest, out of her 
portion of the net revenue of the canal. Nicaragua 
agrees to give the United States free use of Lake Nica- 
ragua; to furnish, free of cost all the spaces necessary 
to the construction, maintenance, use and enjoyment of 
the canal, and for any probable future enlargement 
thereof, and for a railway and telegraph line if the 
United States should decide to build one or both; also 
to allow it to take from the public lands any material 
needed. Private lands and material taken are to be 
paid for by the United States at the rate fixed by a joint 
commission. A strip of land two miles in width along 
the canal is to be ceded to its owners, only so 
much of cities, towns or villages included in this belt 
to be taken as is actually needed. The property of the 
canal is to be perpetually free from all taxation, and 
the materials used in its construction and repair are to 
be admitted free of duty. The vessels {and merchan- 
dize passing through it are to be exempt from tonnage, 
anchorage, light, wharf or pilot dues, and charges of 
every kind, except such as are fixed by the managers of 
the canal for the benefit of its owners. 

In the message accompanying the treaty the Presi- 
dent suggests ‘‘ that the canal can be constructed bythe 
able engineer corps of our Army, under their thorough 
system, cheaper and better than any work of such mag- 
nitude can in anyother way be built.” He says further: 
“The negotiation of this treaty was entered upon under 
&® conviction that it was imperatively demanded by the 
present and future political and material interests of the 
United States. The establishment of water communi- 
cation between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of the 
Union is a necessity, the accomplishment of which, 
however, within the territory of the United States is a 
physical impossibility. For all maritime purposes the 
States upon the Pacific are more distant from those 
upon the Atlantic than if separated by either ocean 
alone. Europe and Africa are nearer to New York, 
and Asia is nearer to Oalifornia, than are these two 
great states to each other by sea. A nation like ours 
Cannot rest satisfied with such a separation of its mu- 
tually dependent members. We possess an ocean bor- 
der of considerably over 10,000 miles on the Atlantic 
and Gulf of Mexico, and, including Alaska, of some 
10,000 miles on the Pacific. Within a generation the 














Western coast has developed into an empire, with a 
large and rapidly growing population; with vast, but 
Partially developed, resources. At the present rate of 
increase, the end of the century will see us a common- 


wealth of, perhaps, nearly 100,000,000 inhabitants, of 
which the West should have a considerably larger and 
richer proportion than now.” 

President Arthur reviews the history of past efforts 
to find a practicable route for a ship canal across the 
isthmus, and he shows that the political effect of the 
canal will be to unite closer the £tates now depending 
upon railway corporations for all commercial and per- 
sonal intercourse, and it will not only cheapen the cost 
of transportation, but will free individuals from the 
possibility of unjust discriminations. It will bring 
European grain markets of demand within easy dis- 
tance of our Pacific, and will give to the manufacturers 
on the Atlantic seaboard economical access to the 
cities of China, thus breaking down the barrier which 
separates the principal manufacturing centres of the 
United States from the markets of the vast population 
of Asia, and placing the Eastern States of the Union, 
for all purposes of trade, midway between Europe and 
Asia. In point of time the gain for sailing vessels 
would be great, amounting, from New York to San 
Francisco, to a saving of 75 days; to Hong Kong of 27 
days; to Shanghai of 34 days, and to Callao of 52 
days. From New York to San Francisco by this route 
for sailing vessels is ten days shorter than by the Pan- 
ama route. Gen. Zavala, of Nicaragua, who is nowin 
New York, is reported as saying: ‘‘The climate along 
the line of the proposed new route is one of the health- 
iest in the world, the thermometer ranging from 75 
degrees to 85 degrees the whole year, while on the 
Panama line the climate is pestilential. There will be 
but two locks at each end of the canal. The total 
length of the canal will be 145 miles, as against 47 of 
the Panama Canal. Inthe former case, however, Lake 
Nicaragua, 120 miles long and about 40 miles wide, is 
traversed, making the real length of the canal itself 
about 25 miles. The water of the lake is fresh, and of 
an average depth of from ten to twelve fathoms. The 
whole work can be easily completed in four or five 
years, at a cost of about $50,000,000. The highest 
elevation on the Pacific coast, and then only for a short 
distance, is forty-two feet. The planus of Mr. Menocal 
will probably be adopted.” 

But we do not propose now to enter into the merits 
of the Nicaragua route for a ship canal, as compared 
with that of Panama, further than to call attention to 
the fact thet in 1876 the question of the best route for 
acanal was submitted toa Commission appointed by 
President Grant, consisting of Brigadier-General An 
drew A. Humphreys, U. 8. A.; C. P. Patterson, Super- 
intendent of the Coast Survey, and Rear Admiral 
Daniel Ammen, U. 8S. N. They reported for the Nicar- 
agua route that it ‘‘ possesses, both for the construction 
and maintenance of a canal, greater advantages, and 
offers fewer difficulties—from engineering, commercial, 
and economic points of view—than any one of the 
other routes shown to be practicable by surveys suffi- 
ciently in detail to enable a judgment to be formed of 
their relative merits.” 





The all important question for us to consider is the 

necessity of securing control of a water way across the 
Isthmus. It is better that we should secure it in har- 
mony with the interests of other great powers, if possi- 
ble, but have it we must, and at any cost, sooner or 
later. A great nation will never consent, in the long 
run, to have the most available means of communica- 
tion between the opposite extremes of its territory held 
at the mercy or by the sufferance of any power or any 
combination of powers. Neither should it suffer its 

security to be beguiled by any Trojan horse device of a 
commercial control over a ship canal, the use of which is 
as essential to it in war as in peace, and more so- 
England is showing us in Egypt what its control of the 
Suez Canal means, and the absolute independence of 
European control on this continent—outside of its rres- 
eut assigned limits—which we have declared and re-de- 











clared, must be maintained. As a recent writer has 
said, “no canal enterprise in Spanish-American terri- 
tory can be planned, organized and carried out by 
European projectors and capitalists, without practically 
re-opening on this continent that period of 
European colonial experiments which the United 
States, under President Munroe, distinctly and solemnly 
declared to be closed forever. It is vital toour great- 
ness, and our honor as a nation, that this declaration 
should be maintained.” There can be no better time 
to meet this issue than now. We are just enter- 
ing upona new ovolitical era. The issues involved in 
our Civil War are practically settled; and, in our judg- 
ment, never to be reopened. The line of policy to 
which the message of the retiring President invites us 
is one which interests us all alike, without regard to 
past sectional differences, and it offers us the opportu- 
nity for union on a broad national platform which shall 
make a new division of parties—if any. Incidental to 
it, as every one sees, and as President Arthur’s mes- 
sage shows, is the building up of our Mercantile Marine, 
and with it our Navy. It involves, too, an increase in 
the importance of our Army, but not as an aggressive 
force, for all the traditions and the declared policy 
of the American Republic are against this. One article of 
the treaty before us declares that: 


AnTioLe XVIII.—The United States f disavow any 
intention to in any way seek toimpair tee tedeommtens BOv- 


ereignity of Nicaragua or to aggrandize themselves at the 


expense of that State or of any of her sister Republics in 
Central America; but, on the contrary, desire to strengthen 
the power of free Republics on this continent, and to pro- 
mote and develop their ty and independence. 
Pursuant to this wish they have united with Nicaragua in 
the construction of this work which will be of advan’ not 
only to the two nations most intimately concerned, but to 
all those with whom they are on terms of friendship. 
In another it is stipulated that: 


Anricie XXII.—The United States willaid by their good 
offices, if desired, in securing the union of the five Ventral 
American Republics under one representative government, 
and the reorganization of the said Republics in one nation- 
ality being accomplished, the Central American ublics 
shall have the same rights and bear the same Oo) ions as 
Nicaragua has and bears by virtue of this treaty. 

And the President in his message says: ‘“The United 
States have no motive or desire for territorial acquisi- 
tion or political control beyond their present borders, 
and none such is contemplated by this treaty. The 
two Governments unite in framing this scheme as the 
sole means by which the work, as indispensable to the 
one as to the other, can be accomplished under such 
circumstances, as to prevent alike the possibility of 
conflict between them, and of interference from with- 
out.” 

In 1823, when Central America declared its inde- 
pendence of Spain, and formed with its five infant 
republics a federal government, it resolved, by the 
unanimous vote of its representatives, to seek admis. 
sion into the American Union, and sent an embassy of 
eight of its most eminent citizens to Washington to 
effect that object. That offer was declined, in pur- 
suance of a timid policy which is not becoming to this 
country, and which ought not to be perpetuated. The 
Clayton-Bu!lwer convention in 1850, which followed the 
attempt of Great Britain to control the Central Isthmus 
transit by the seizure of the territory at the mouth of 
the San Juan, was a further step in the wrong direction. 
That treaty was a joint declaration by the United States 
and Great Britain, ‘‘ that neither the one nor the othe 
will obtain or maintain for itself any exclusive control 
over said ship canal, agreeing that neither will ever 
erect or maintain any fortifications commanding the 
same, or in the vicinity thereof, or occupy, or fortify, 
or colonize, or assume, or exercise any dominion over 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito coast, or any 
part of Central America.” There is a dispute between 
Secretary Frelinghuysen and Lord Granville as to 

whether England has not given the United States the 


right to abrogate that convention by violating it on the 





Mosquito coast, ‘‘because of its infraction and because of 
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the failure of the cousideration contemplated.” 
However that dispute may be decided, we do not 
see how the proposed treaty with Nicaragua is 
opposed to the Clayton-Bulwer convention, except 
80 far as it relates to this clause of the treaty: 

AntioLe II.—There shall be perpetual alliance between 
the United Statesof America and the Republic of Seales 


and the former agree to protect the integrity of the 
of the latter. ad 


The Convention was adopted in the face of strong 
protests from influential senators, and the late Henry 
Wilson, of Massachusetts, openly advocated its abroga- 
tion. That it was satisfactory to neither party to it 
was shown by the action of the English on the Mosquite 
coast already referred to. 

At the end of the sixteenth century William Pater- 
son, the founder of the Bank of England, made a dis- 
astrous attempt to establish a Scotch colony in Darien. 
He then prophesied that ‘“‘the period is not very dis- 
tant when, instead of whiting for the slow returns of 
trade, America will seize the pass of Darien. Stationed 
thus in the middle, on the east and on the west sides of 
the New World, the English-Americans will form the 
most potent and singular empire that has appeared, be- 
cause it will consist, not in the dominion of a part of the 
land of the globe, but inthedominion of the whole ocean. 
They can make the tour of the Indian and Southern 
Seas, collecting wealth by trade wherever they pass. 
During European wars they may have the carrying 
trade of all. If blessed with letters and arts, they will 
spread civilization over the universe.” 

Nearly two centuries have passed since that prophecy 
was recorded. In that time the United States has had 
opportunity to demonstrate, not only its strength, but 
its indisposition to pursue any other than the peaceful 
policy which its form of government necessitates. It is 
for its interests and for the interests of the world as well, 
that it should enter upon the measure of peaceful con- 
trol of Central America, to which it has more than once 
been invited. Let England pursue her conquests in Egypt 
and the East; let France carry her war with China to 
its conclusion; let them both join with Germany in 
Opening up the rich territory of Central Africa to com- 
merce and civilization; we shall not seek to interfere. 
But let them leave us alone to develop an American 
system, in our own time and way, unvexed by European 
jealousies and European adjustments of the balance of 
power. Russia has wisely abandoned this hemisphere 
to us, concentrating her efforts to extending her empire 
toward the confines of India, and eastward to the Pacific, 
England should direct her attention to meeting her Mus- 
covite neighbor in the East on an equal footing, and 
rest content, so far as this continent is concerned, in the 
reflection that her best interests will be protected by the 
full development of the possibilities of the Western 
hemisphere under the lead of a great and friendly 
nation, which ‘must always, passing causes of irritation 
aside, be allied to her by its kindred traditions, its com- 
mon language and literature, and the sympathy which 
has an enduring basis in these, as well as in similanty 
of laws, institutions, and ideas.

CONSOLIDATION OF SCIENTIFIC BUREAUS. 


A joint resolution was passed by Congress last week, ex- 
tending the time fixed for the Joint Commussion appointed 
to inquire into the organization of the various scientific bu- 
reaus to submit their report until after the holiday recess. 
The commission is now consulting with the heads of tke 
various bureaus, and considering the report of the National 
Academy of Sciences submitted to them some time ago. 
This report is said to favor the consolidation of all the 
branches under one head, to be known as the National Sur- 
veys and Signal Service, and the National Academy of 
Sciences be allowed to have certain authority in the way of 
mapping out work for some of the branches. The report of 
the Academy will not be made public until the committee 
makes theirs to Congress. 

We are in receipt of a circular presenting the argument for 
uniting the geodetic Dt of the existing Treasury Bureau 
with the Geological Survey of the Interior Departmen! 
itself necessarily geodetic in character to a large extent, 
the completion of the survey of the coast, and the necessary 
surveys to keep up with current hydrographic changes, 
under the direction of the Navy Department, whose officers 
now perform the work under the Treasury. It is not pro- 
posed, however, in such a reorganization to the 
present efficient body of trained assistants and employees by 
new and inexperienced men; and_the change, if adopted, 
although putting an end to the prefent duplication of work 
by independent bureaus, will involve no disturbance or dis- 
continuance of any work now in progress, either geodetic, 
geological or hydrographic, 

The question of a civil organization has, we are told, no 
bearing upon the proposed measuro, ‘* The assignment of 
the incongruous branches of the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
to Departments to which their work is in some way related 
does not necessarily involve a loss of civil organization. The 
establishment would then doubtless come under a proper 
administrative supervision, which will never be pte on 80 
long as it remains under the fiscal branch of the Govern- 
ment, with whore business it has nothing to do; and it is 
this possibility ef supervision that lies at the root of oppo- 
sition to the transfer, rather than an imaginary appre 
that the civil organization will be disturoed.” 

General Hazen has expressed his opinion as to ibe poops 
organization of tbe Signal Corps in » letter add to 
General Comstock, Secretary of the Committee of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, appointed to consider the sub- 
ject of a consolidation of the scientific bureaus of the 
Government. He says: 

‘*T have the honor to express my decided opinions, basei 
upon long observation and careful study, that no other 
than a military organization can secure that prompt and un- 
broken series of observations aud reports which alone give 
the highest value to forecasts of weather and other branches 
of our meteorological work, and such is the testimony of all 
foreign meteorological authorities whose opinion I have 
learned. . . . branch of duties known as military 
signalling. which has now become in ble in all armies, 
must, of course, have a military organization.

‘‘As is well known, the ry so far as an 
zation at all, has been built up step by step, according to a 
regular plan, till now it has head and feet, the former with 
the rank of Brigadier-General, and the latter of 2d Lieuten- 
ant, the unfinished part being the intermediate gootes. 
These have not yet been created, but the time has fully ar- 
rived for making them. Those intermediate grades are now 
filled by temporary details from the line of the Army, and 
before the officers detailed are fully familiar with their duties 
as Signal officers their colonels —— calling to them to go 
back to their regiments, which finally prevail.

Titz farewell reception, Nov. 20, to Major John Green, ist 
Cavalry, late post commander, on the eveof his departure 
on along leave of absence, is still a topic here. Colonel 
Green was extremely popular with all, and though a veteran 
disciplinarian, much liked by his fellow officers and the sol- 
diers of all ranks. Dancing was indulged in daring the first 
stage of the reception, and then came the feature of the 
evening, the speech-making. Oclonel W. R. Parnell, U.8. A., 
made the reception speech. He adverted in glowing terms 
to Colonel Green’s long and distinguished services, and said: 
“‘The name of our honored commander carries us back a 
good many years—away back into the almost forgotten 
period of the Mexican War. Who of us here can tell, even 
from history, anything about that eventful period except the 
man and the soldier we do honor to-night?

For more than sixteen years the name 
of Colonel John Green has been so familiar to officers and 
men alike of the ist Cavalry that it appears almost super- 
fluous to mention anything of his service in the regiment, 
through all the various campaigns against hostile Indians in 
Arizona, Oregon, Washington Territory, Idaho and Montana. 
Suffice it to say that those sixteen years were entirely de- 
voted to his profession; every day and hotir was valuable, 
and when not engaged in active operations in the field, he 
was giving to his command that drill and inspection so es- 
sential to the soldier, and the success of a campaign. We of 
the Ist Cavalry fully recognize his ability in this particular, 
and congratulate ourselves on the many advantages enjoyed 
collectively and individually in having served under his com- 
mand irrespective of the social advantages we have enjoyed 
together. Kind and considerate to all, yet demanding from 
all that obedience and respect due to our superior officer, 
without which our Army would be demoralized and our 
troopsa mob. We part with him retuctantly; we know that 
in losing him, each and every one of us loses a kind and 
good friend, that the regiment loses one of its strongest ad- 
vocates, But knowing that his restless spirit of usefulness 
will be given to benefit others, we can only say: God speed, 
and wish him many years of life’s pleasures, comfort and 
happiness. In conclusion I believe I echo the sentiments of 
my brother officers when I say, in more familiar terms, 
‘ Johuny Green, with all thy faults, we Jove thee still!” 

Col. Green responded as follows: ‘‘It is hard for me to 

reply to the very flattering remarks of my friend, and inas- 
much as this kind ——— is given to me by the officers of 
my regiment, I will address my few remarks mostly to them;

THE LYMAN-HASKELL GUN,

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort McDowell, A. T., 
General Crook says: ‘It became necessary to return the pro- 
ceedings of the court for correction; upon the return of the case 
the record is found to be still defective, in that it faile to show 
that the prisoner’s plea to the charge upon which he was tried 
was taken. In view of these facts and of the length of time the 
prisoner has been in confinement, it would be an injustice to 
again return the proceedings for correction, as the fault is clearly 
and solely due to the manifest carelessness of the court, and as 
they stand, without correction, are anullity.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue ceremony of the great Simpson dry dock, at 
St. John’s, was performed Wednesday, Dec. 11, by the Gant 
General, when the British corvette Tenedos was successfully 
docked. The dock is one of the largest on this side of the 
Atlantic, and is 600 feet long, 182 feet in width, and with a 
draught of water of 25 feet. Its site at Riverhead Harbor 
is in water as ee mill pond, and its value to the 
North Atlantic traffic is great. Its cost is $600,000. 

AN a arrangement has been made by the Meteor- 
ological u of Great Britain and the New York Mari- 
time Exchange branch of the Signal Service Bureau. It 
has been agreed that upon the arrival at New York of steam- 
ships from English ports a description of the weather en- 
countered by each vessel after passing meridian 45 shall be 
immediately cabled to the British Meteorological Bureau. 
By this means vessels about to start across the ocean from 
the other side will be warned concerniog the weather they 
will have to encounter, and they may prepare themselves to 
meet fierce storms if any such be in their paths. The ex- 

nse of this service will be defrayed by the British bureau.

Tue Navsl Mutual Aid Association held a meeting 
Dec. 13, to consider a number of applications for admission 
to membership. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Sun says: The Ounarder, Um- 
bria, as is known, has engines developing 13,000 horse 
power, indicated. The most powerful war ship, the tala, has 
engines of 10,000 horse power. The Lepanto somewhat 
less. A new cruiser has, however, just been put in h»nd for 
a foreizn Government, which will be engined up to 19,000 
horse power, indicated. This vessel will have a new valve 
gear (the same as on the Italia) and other modern improve- 
ments different to anything yet used in the United States 
Na’: The London Engineer will shortly publish designs of 
eng.ues siwilar to those referred to, being those of the new 
cruiser, Artnphion, 6,000 horse power, indicated. 

“One of the Marines,” in a letter to the New York Sun says: 
“About fifty feet aft of the blunt nose of the Chicagoa buge 
structure is built up that resembles a pair of inverted old 
atyle athwartship marine boilers. The forward end of this 
house stands up about twelve or fifteen feet above the deck, 
while the deck itself is 80 low down that every wave will 
make a clean sweep over it. Ordinary waves will serve only 
to keep the men from the forecastle deck, but sooner or 
later a wavo will strike the bouse with such force as to break 
itin. When a young man, who has been engaged as a prac- 
tical engineer in the construction of these cruisers, was 
asked bow it happened that a blank wall was erected to meet 
the seas that would break over the bow, he said: “The en- 
gineers of the AJvisory Board are more anxious to try their 
new theories, than they are to build good shigs. Those steel 
walls may be trusted to protect the men within from the mus- 
ket balla of any enemy, but what strength have they to re- 
sist a wave which will eventually strike them with a force of 
more than a ¢ tons of solid iron? As sea boats, 
these cruisers will be decided failures.” 

Tue Brush Company has recently manufactured a remark 
able electric light for use in the British Navy, orders having 
been received to furnish the British Board of Admiralty 
powerful lights for uee in the Portsmoush and Chatham 
dock yards. It has 100,000 candle illnminating power—fifty 
times grea 
lighting. lt is designed to be uved in night attacks and in 
diecovering submarine torpedoes. A forty-horse power en- 
gine is required to produce the light ; the carbons used are 
two and a half inckes thick. The intensity of heat gener- 
ated between the carbons is 500,000 deg. It is calcu'ated 
that, with an ordinary reflector, a gleam of light can be 
cast ro powerful that a person fifteen miles away can see to 
read by it. Yet, it is considered doubtful whether, in a dense 
fog, it can be diseticguished ata greater distance than an 
ordinary gas or an oil light. 

A scoueme for making a winter rendezvous in Southern 
waters for all the yacht clubs in this country and even in 
Europe, and for building at the cost of $500,000, the grand- 
est yacht club house in the world, has been agreed upon. 
The location choeen is the southern end of Chamberland 
Island, just off the extreme southern coast of Georgia. It 
is about twenty miles and has an average 
two miles.

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STEPHENS’S OPINION OF DAVIS. 


We have receivedacopy of a letter addressed to 
Herschel V. Johnson by Alexander H. Stephens, and 
dated Crawfordville, Ga., April 5 (8?) 1864. 


The Jetter is thus certified by General Sherman: 

St. Louis, Mo., Deo, 7, 1884.—The foregoing is a true copy 
of an original letter loaned me by Dr. H. O. Robbins, of 
Creston, Ogle County, Ill., who was formerly surgeon of 
the One Hundred and First Illinois Infantry, who 
obtained it on the premises of H. V. Johnson, at Sandy 
Grove, Ga., in the autumn of 1864. 

W. T. Suznman, General. 


As the letter has already appeared in the New York 
Herald, we do not give itin full. After referring to 
the charge of Mr. Johnson, that Mr. Stephens was in- 
fluenced by antipathy to Davis, Mr. Stephens says: 

For your candor and frankness in all this I sincerely 
thank you, for it is conclusive evidence to me that such 
are your opinions, and I ailude to these matters for the 
sole purpose of correcting an erroneous impression on 
your mind. 

I assure you I have no antipathy, to Mr. Davis; nor 
am I hostile to him; and if there is an object, or inten- 
tion, or wish with any to organize a party in opposition 
to the Administration I know nothing of it—have heard 
nothing of it. Astothe late movement on the action 
of Geergia upon the subject of the habeas corpus, and 
the resolution in relation to the terms upon which peace 
should be sought, 1 think I know as much as anybody 
else. If any one is responsible for it, no one is more so 
than myself. It is true that those resolutions were not 
drawn up by me, but they were prepared by Linton 
after full consultation; prepared at his house before he 
went to Milledgeville. And as for Mr. Davis or bis 
administration they had but little to do with it—nothing 
in the world, except in so far as they fall within the 
scope of the point as stated. They did not rise to the 
dignity of a moment’s serious consideration or thought 
one way or the other. Greater objects by far were then 
engrossing my attention, and Linton’s too, I think. 

As for Mr. Davis, Irepeat again 1 have no feelings 
of antipathy, much less hostility. What opinions you 
may think I entertain of him as you intimate I know 
not; but I have no besitancy in stating to you freely 
and frankly, and most confidentially, what my opinions 
ofhim are. They are much more akin to suspicion and 
jealously than of animosity or hate. While Ido not, 
and never have, regarded him as a great man or states- 
man on a large scale, or a man of any marked genius, 
yet I have regarded him as a man of good intentions, 
weak and vascillating, timid, petulant, peevish, ebstin- 
ate, but not firm. Am now beginning to doubt his good 
intentions. I say doubt, for after watching him closely 
Iam not satisfiedin my own mind, or arrived at any 
conclusion, whether some of his shortcomings are to be 
attributed to weakness or bad purposes. These ure my 
real sentiments, and my reasons for them are these : 
Since his first elevation to power he has changed many 
of his former States Rights principals, as in case of 
conscription. His whole policy on the organization 
and discipline of the Army is perfectly consistent with 
the hypothesis that he is aiming at absolute power. 
Not a word has come from him of military usurpation 
in the orders for martial law by Bragg and Van Dorn 
on the whole system of passports and provost marshals. 
which is utterly wrong and without authority of law, 
After all that may be said or written by myself and 
others against these usurpations, not one word has es- 
caped Mr. Davis showing his disapproval of them. 

Again, it is well known that the subject of a dictator- 
ship has been mooted, talked off, and discussed in pri. 
vate and in the public journals, and that the most earn- 
est advocates of such a course, the virtual doing away 
with Congress and the Constitution, have been editors 
near him—right under his nose; editorsof journals recog- 
nized at the time to be the organs of the Administra- 
tion. Now, it seems to me strange that this should be 
80, and men holding and advocating such sentiments for 
months should hold such near relations tohim if such 
sentiments were distasteful to him. These are bad siga 
to me, yet they are not conclusive evidences of bad ob- 
jects or intentions on his part. They leave me in doubt, 
but certainly awaken my suspicion and watchful jeal- 
ousy. They teach me to be on my guard, and they 
should, in my opinion, put the whole country on their 
guard. The price of liberty is eternal vigilance. But 
again I assure you I feel no more hostility to him than 
I do to you, and great numbers I meet with who see no 
danger in these things. My hostility and wrath (and I 
have enough of it to burst ten thousand bottles) is not 
against him, or any man or men, but against the 
thing—the measures and the policy which I see is lead 
ing us to depotism. If you can understand and appre 
ciate this position end these feelings, then you can un- 
derstand me; and if you cannot, then you do not under 
stand me, and cannot. But I trust youdo. How you 
could have got the impression, or entertained ‘the 
chought, that I had an antipathy to Mr. Davis, or was 
hostile to him, is strange and unaccountable to me. You 
surely have heard me in conversation speak of his weak 
ness and imbecility, but certainly with no bitterness of 
feeling, and what I have said on this subject has always 
Deen more in sorrow thanin anger. { had no more feel- 
ing of 1esentment toward him for these thanI had 
towards the defects and infirmities of my poor old blind 
and deaf dog that you saw when you were here. Poor 
old Ris; he is dead now and gone to his long resi 
Peace to his ashes and honor to his memory. While I 
deplore his infirmities I certainly have no feeling of un- 
kindness to him. 

As to what you say about the Administration, one 
word : I hardly know what idea you attach to this term 
asuedby you, If you mean the Cabinet, then they 
are sustained by neither the Congress nor country, and 
when their recommendations were rejected by Con- 
gress, if they had had any self-respect they would have 
eisigned their places. If you mean the acts and mes- 


Sages of Congress, then I am confident not one-tenth of 
the people of this country approve them. I would stake 


my head upon the issue that not ten districts in the 
Confederacy could be carried in a Congressional elec- 
tion for a candidate running on the advocacy of the 
four leading measures of the last Congress, aud pledged 
to sustain them asthe settled policy of the country. 
This cry of sustaining the Administration, you will 
allow me to say with all due respect to you, is nothing 
but a stupid, senseless cachinnation. Nobody approves 
it. I heard that General Cobb in his speech at Milledge- 
ville said all these acts of Congress were proper, wise, 
and just ; and yet, I do know that General Cobb spoke 
very differently to me of some ‘of them before they 
were passed. Why will men thus degrade themselves 
by attempting to bamboozle the people; and how are 
we to get better laws if bad ones, that all feel and know 
to he bad, are not denounced and true principles pro- 
claimed, 

_ I said but little about the tax and currency question 
in Milledgeville, because money at best, in my estim- 
ation, is but trash. Greater and more vital interests 
were in jeopardy. 

Now I am done with all those matters with you. I 
wished to put myself with you on certain points. I 
hope I have done so. Hereafter I will write on other 
matters. J do not know yet when I can get to see you. 

It still continues to rain, and I cannot get my corn in 
the ground. I must see after that before I can leave 
home. But I must add, in conclusion, -that you are, I 
think, mistaken in supposing that the late movement in 
Georgia was started with any view towards the organ 
ization of a party against Mr. Davis or his administra- 
tion. I know all about that movement, if illusion is 
made to Governor Brown’s message. I advised it from 
stem to stern. and approve it. I don’t mean the lan- 
guage, but the pslicy and course taken, and Lknow I 
had no such object, thoug&t of none such, nor dreamed 
of any such. It is the proclamation and vindication of 
great essential truths that I desired to see set forth at 
the right time, and on a proper occasion. But again 
enough. 








FROM THE PACIFICO STATION. 


Since assuming command of the Pacific Station, Rear 
Admiral Upshur has investigated the system of making pur- 
chases on that station for the Navy, and as a sequel thereto 
has issued General Orders with the view of correcting 
abuses. In one of them he directs that no purchases of any 
kind be hereafter made from the firms of Grace and Oo. and 
Thos. Lawler, of Callao, Peru. The first named firm, if not 
the ether, has for many years furnished largely for the ves- 
sels on the station. He has also ordered that certain articles 
be procured from the house of Thomas Shute and Co., at 
prices named, which are said to be low market rates and 
have been agreed on. He also, in General Orders, directs 
that where articles are required a line officer and the pay- 
master of the vessel visit the principal dealers and solicit 
bids, these bids are to be opened by the commissary offi- 
cer of the vessel in the presence of the commission (line 
officer and paymaster) and the contract awarded. These 
are radical changes in the manner of procuring supplies 
abroad, as prescri by the Navy Reguletions, but it is sup- 
the results of the investigation justified them—at least 
until the Department shouid direct othe: wise.

THE COMTE DE PARIS. 


Papers we receive from Paris inform us that the 
statements concerning the Comte de Paris, to which we 
have alluded, come from Washington Carroll Tevis, 
who is described by General Cullum, in his Register of 
Graduates, as a soldier of fortune, having been a Briga- 
dier General in the Provisional Army of France, 
1870-71; a Brigadier General in the Egyptian army, 
1878, and since in the Turkish army, and a newspaper 
correspondent. He was graduated in 1849 and re- 
signed in 1850, entering the Turkish army as Bim-bachi 
(Major), and beiwg promoted Quaimaquam (Lieut. 
Colonel). In 1862-64 he was Lieut. Colonel of the 4th 
Delaware Volunteers. The statements concerning the 
Comte de Paris, which we quoted Dec. 6tb, were con- 
tained in a letter ‘from Tevis, in reference to which 
he is reported as saying: ‘‘Having no ocular testimony 
of the facts related I can only give you the details at 
second hand, but I affirm upon honor you repeated them 
as I heard them reported.” General Tevis’s ideas of 
honor are somewhat mixed, to judge from the letter 
which follows:, 

To the Editor of the Voltatre : 
Paris, Nov. 25, 1884, 

I request your insertion of the following letter. I can not 
accept one of the ions employed by Gen. Whittier, saying 


that all this story of the Comte de Peris had been invented. That 
might be applied to me. Further I will add these plain 


words: 

It may be that few persons have heard of the reports which I 
have reproduced in a private letter; but that in no wise 
poems that they did not exist.

Instead of either proving or withdrawing his Inju- 
rious statements he coolly asks that his victim be required 
to disprove them—which, however, his friends have 
proceeded todo for him. This is more in keeping with 
the part of Tevis the newspaper correspondent than 
that of Tevis the soldier. 

This last letter from General Tevis follows one from 
General Chas. A. Whittier, now in Paris. Whittier, 
after stating his means of information, as aide to Gen. 


Sedgwick, and referring to the high reputation enjoyed , pani 


by the Comte de Paris in our Army, says that this is 





sufficient to show that the story against him was in- 
tended for some object, and is not worthy of a 
moment’s attention. Thereupon, “‘M. le Marquis de 
Drée et le Vicomte O’Zou de Verrie,” on behalf of Gen. 
Tevis, waited upon General Whittier, whom they found 
sick in bed at the Hotel Bristol, but able to write them 


a note, in which he had the honor to state: 


That I have no knowledge of Gen. Tevis’s connection with the 
affair; that Ido not know that gentleman; that I have not in- 
tended and do not intend to suspect or accuse him of falsifica- 
tion. I do not say that Gen. G—— [whoever he may be] did not 
relate this story to Gen. Tevis, but I do not remember that this 
charge, the aim of which was to ¢iscredit the conduct of the 
Comte de Paris in our Army, was confirmed, although I was in 
excellent position to learn of any charges which might have 
arisen ageinst him, and Gen. MoCilellan and Gen. Franklin, who 
commanded the corps at that time, would be equally able to re- 
fute these recent assertions. 








CONSOLIDATION OF NAVAL BUREAUS. 


In the report of the Secretary of the Navy is found a 
suggestion which, sooner or later, must bear fruit. We 
refer to that in which the union of the Bureaus of Con. 
struction and Engineering is recommended. This 
would be rather a return to an ancient practice than ar 
innovation, for, by the law of 1842, there was estab- 
lished a Bureau of Construction, Equipment, and Re- 
pairs, When the first steamers were built, this Bureau 
had charge of their construction, and it was not until 
1862 that the separate Bureaus of Engineering and 
Equipment were created. However well this may have 
worked in the days when there was a necessity for 
wooden vessels, that time has manifestly gone by, and 
what is needed now is the reunion of the two under one 
head, as before. The Chief should be, as recommended 
by Mr. Chandler, “the most competent naval architect 
that can be found ;” and that can mean in these days 
nothing more nor less than a man who understands the 
designing of both ships and engines. There was a time 
when these were incempatible, but now that ship-car- 
pentry has given way to iron shaping and plating, it is 
somewhat anomalous to find a ship builder who is not a 
marine engineer as well. The present want of har- 
monious working and needless duplication of machinery 
in our yards would then be done away with; nor can 
there be, 1t would seem to an unprejudiced mind, any 
reason why the equipment work should not also go to 
this Bureau, for there is mavifestly much less work of 
this sort required than in the earlier days. The present 
Bureau of Equipment would then become that of re- 
cruiting, and should be especially charged with the in- 
terests of the enlisted men. It might not be a bad idea 
to place in its care questions relating to the line officers, 
just as the various staff bureaus have gradually come to 
be recognized as having cognizance of the officers of 
their respective corps. Then, it might be more cor- 
rectly named the Bureau of the personnel. Possibly, it 
might be a better plan to transfer all this to the Bureau 
of Navigation: tke objection to this, however, is that 
this Bureau has already quite as much as it can well 
attend to. The new state of the art of naval construc- 
tion demands a radical change from the traditions of the 
past ; and it would appear to be a truism that the more 
responsibility can be concentrated, the better will be the 
results obtained. 








DRUNKENNESS IN THE ARMY. 

A OORRESPONDENT, ‘‘ Cavalryman,”’ addresses us on 
the subject of drunkenness in the Army. He points 
out the injurious effect it has upon discipline, and 
thinks it the main if not the only cause of the low esti- 
mation in which soldiers are held by civilians in gen- 
eral; advocates stringent measures for the men who 
drink, and expresses the opinion that ‘‘ our new Super- 
intendent of the Mounted Recruiting Service, General 
Carr, will do much to remedy this evil in the cavalry 
branch.” 

While we by no means favor drunkenness in or out 
of the Army and Navy, we are bound to say the wors 
soldiers are not always those who drink. In all armies 
there is more or less drunkenuess, and assuredly our 
own is no worse than the English Service, for example, 
and is, in fact, a good deal better. Thesmartest, cleanest, 
duty soldier we ever knew was a man who every time 
he went to town came back thoroughly drunk, but by 
long practice he had acquired the art of stealing quietly 
to his barrack room, getting immediately into bed, and 
arising in the morning and going about his duty, keep- 
ing his personal sensations to himself. It is not that 
soldiers drink more, in fact they do not drink as much 
as the average civilian, but when they do drink they 
seem to make more noise about it and bring themselves 
more conspicuously into notice. Then they come into 
barracks and make a row, and disturb their comrades, 
and have finally to be taken to the guard-house, aud 
afterwards suffer the penalties, not so much of their 
drinkiug as of the noisy conduct which has accom- 
ied it. 


We should much like to see drunkenness reduced to 
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the minimum in the Army, but if we must have it, and 
we are afraid we must, we should prefer to see less of 
its rowdy accompaniments. If the soldier wants his 
glass in his leisure hours, and who would begrudge him 
it, let him, when he feels he has got enough and to 
spare, betake himself to barracks, and, guardian of his 
own counsel, and to an extent sufficient at least to 
enable him to pass scrutiny, master of his own legs, 
make down his bed and get into it. If he must come 
in and let the whole garrison know that he has been on 
a tall spree, then let hfm suffer the consequences of his 
indiscretion and desire for notoriety. 








PROMOTING NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


Ir is unfortunate that the House of Representatives 
did not sustain Mr. Keifer in his amendment to the 
Military Academy bill, limiting appointments to the 
Army to those who have received a schooling for the 
Military Service either at West Point or in the ranks of 
the Army. In reference to this, a correspondent urges 
thatto equalize these two classes no non-commissioned 
officer should be eligible to examination for promotion 
until he has served at least five years continuously in 
the ranks, at least three of which shall have been in the 
grade of non-commissioned officer. Our correspondent 
asserts that of late years several of the appointments 
from the ranks have been of young men of influence 
and family who have taken a short cut to a commission 
by entering the Army and securing a recommendation 

/ for promotion after two years’ service. This is cer- 
tainly better than an appointment with no service at 
all; but, as our correspondent argues, it is discour- 
aging to veteran non-commissioned officers whose ser- 
vice and experience are their only claims to preference. 

} Several cases are cited in support of this view, and 

} we are urged to advocate the amendment of par. 27 so 
as to extend the period of service from two to five 

years. Having little or no information of the antece- 
dents of those who of latter years have been promoted 
from the ranks, we are not prepared to say whether 
there has or has not been favoritism in this matter. It 
is safe to assume that the extension of the period of 
service in the ranks to five years could work no harm. 

Two years is a short period to learn the art of war and 

become thoroughly acquainted with the customs and 
requirements of the Service in all its phases. True, 
civilians with no preliminary knowledge of Army mat- 

, ters are appointed and do their duty creditably from 
their first entrance, but, as we understand it, non-com- 
missioned officers are promoted for the sole reason that 
they are qualified by service, education, character, and 
military knowledge and skill, to fill the higher position. 
The question is a fair one for discussion, and whatever 
measures will most benefit the deserving non commis- 
sioned officers of our Army will at all times receive 
hearty support from us. 











Tue first issue of the Admiralty and IJIorse Guards 
Gazette contains an article upon the subject of the ‘‘Use 
of Submarine Cables in time of War,” in which it is 
urged that no squadron should be without a fleet of 
telegraph ships in time of war, and the various advan- 
tages, such as the ability to tap cables and transmit in- 
formation in mid-ocean, to intercept the enemies’ mes. 
sages, etc., are pointed out. The Gazette says: ‘‘No 
squadion should be without such a vessel. She should 
carry in her hold a full cargo of telegraph cable to lay 
a8 required, andshould bealso fitted to launch torpedves. 
She should be armed with rapid-firmg guns, to defend 
her against torpedo boats and unarmored cruisers. She 
should be able to steam at a high rate of speed, and her 
machinery should be protected by an armored deck. 
Without such a ship no fleet or squadron should pro- 
ceed to sea after war has been declared, as we live 
now-a-days in what General Sheridan once called ‘a 
Wired world,’ and assuredly those wires should be 
utilized to the fullest extent in time of war as well as in 
time of peace.’’ P 








In his sermon on Thanksgiving Day, November 27, 
which appears in the “ Plymouth Pulpit,” Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher paid an earnest tribute to the Army. 
He said : 

‘The Indians, also, upon this continent, have not 
been neglected. We have been a long time in learning 
what todo with them. We have never tried letting 
them alone, much. We have tried shooting them, im. 
imprisoning them, hanging them, cheating them, and 
allsuch ways. The gospel method of civilization we 
have never made much of. But now, at last, we are 
indebted to the Army of the United States, and the 
Generals of it. The educated officers of our armies 
have been our peace messengers for a hundred years. 
Never have they incited one intrigue, never one politi- 
cal organization, never one single element that tended 





toward war or the supremacy of the armed hand every- 
where. Always the educated officers of the American 
Army have been humane men; men of peace, studying 
civilization. And since they have had so largely to do 
with the Indians, and since the policy of educating 
them was adopted—not alone of educating their child- 
ren in Eastern schools, but of bringing them together 
and teaching them the civilized arts—there has been an 
amelioration steadily going on; and when once we 
shall take a single step in advance, and give to the In- 
dians, in severalty, farms that they may own just as 
white men own theirs, and are thus put into the school 
of agriculture, we shall have touched at last that founda- 
tion on which civilization must always be built.” 








Tue accounting officers of the Treasury are pushing 
the mileage claims of naval officers throngh with all 
possible haste, in order that they may all be reported to 
Congress in time to be appropriated for before adjourn- 
ment, giving them the preference over other claims for 
which there is money available. Some few of the 
Hawkins and Jordan longevity pay cases, however, are 
being settled. The three months extra pay claims of 
naval officers arising under the Emory-North decision 
will not be touched until the bulk of the above claims 
are out of the way. 

The claims of Army officers under this decision are 
headed off by the cadet service claims. Unless an ex- 
tra force is allowed they cannot be taken up for several 
months. 








Tue matter of the appointment and assignment of 
Post Quartermaster Sergeants remains in statu quo. It 
seems to be simply a question as to what recommenda- 
tion to accept regarding their assignment. Over a hun- 
dred applicants have already been ordered to appear 
before boards, and between forty and fifty have been 
recommended for appointment. 








In reply to & House resolution, asking for information 
showing the authority of law by which certain Com- 
modores have been given the rank of Acting Rear Ad- 
mirals, S2cretary Chandler states that the authority was 
first given by the Act of Dec. 21, 1861, allowing Cap- 
tains and Commanders such details, with rank of flag 
officer. The action of the Navy Department now 
called in question has been taken, not from a regard for 
individuals, but only upon consideration of National 
interests. The reduction by Congress of the number 
of Rear Admirals to six has made it necessary to en- 
trust the command of some squadrons to Commodores. 
It was important to exercise the authority of the stat- 
ute and to confer upon each of these officers the rank 
aod title of Rear Admirals, in order that they might 
meet on terms of equality admirals commanding squad- 
rons of other nations. It is desirable, he adds, that 
Congress should immediately act upon his recommenda- 
tions and abolish the grade of Commodore, and au- 
thorize a reorganization which shall include six Vice 
Admirals and ten Rear Admirals. 








THe Court of Inquiry of which Colonel Thos. Y. 
Field was president, and Captain Henry C. Cochrane, 
U. 8. M. C., judge-advocate, has been dissolved. As 
the evidence wads generally favorable to Captain Collum, 
it is not believed that any further proceedings will 
result. Much greater vigilance over the clothing de- 
partments of the several marine stations has been 
brought about by the League Island deficiency, which 
was the largest known for many years in the Marine 
Corps. 








Ture is quite a contest amongst the officers of the 
higher grades of the Pay Corps of the Navy for the 
Navy Pay Office at Baltimore, Pay-Inspector Pritchard’s 
time being up soon. Among those prominently men- 
tioned as candidates are Pay-Directers Fulton and Mur- 
ray and Pay-Inspector Cosby.

November 1. It is of the same size as the Army and 
Navy Gazette, and follows it closely in general appear- 
ance, offering it thus that flattering homage of imite- 
tion which the Army AnD Navy Journat has received 
on this side of the Atlantic. The Gazette in England, 
and the Jovrnat in this country, seem to be accepted 
as the models for Army papers. An enthusiastic new 
subscriber, whose letter lies before us, says: ‘‘ No use 
talking, the Journat is theonly military paper published 
in America.”

GeneRAL Hazen has as many fights on his hands as 
an Irishman at a Donnybrook fair. His charges against 
Lieutenant Garlington of neglect of duty and disobedi- 
ence of orders, were laid before the Secretary last week, 
and this week he assails Chauncey McKeever with 
charges which result from a suspicion, which he has 
sometime entertained, that General McKeever was the 
prominent officer whose uncomplimentary opinion of 
him was reported by the newspapers last summer.

Tse present temporary appropriation for the Navy 
expires this month, and the regular appropriation bill is 
again locked up in a Committee of Conference, the 
two Houses dividing, as they did last Spring, on the 
question of building new vessels.

The Committee concluded that the Department 
had properly construed the law which originated with 
them last year, and accordingly reported these nomina- 
tions back with the others. Aside from the considera- 
tion of a few desertion bills this was the only business 
transacted by the Committee this week. 

House Bill 6915 to pay the transportation and burial 
ex of the late Lieut. George M. Harris, 4th Ar- 
tillery, who was killed in the Modoc campaign, and 
House resolution 159 for relief of certain officers and 
enlisted men in the State of Arkansas who served io 
the late war, were reported with a favorable recom- 
mendation from the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on Wednesday last. This Committee has about 
closed its work for this session. The members recog: 
nize the fact that they have already more bills on the 
calendar than can possibly be passed this session, and 
regard the consideration of any of the measures still re- 
maining in the committee as «a waste of time.

The place on the Army Register to 
which this entitled them was denied them, and, in spite 
of their protests that the action was unjust and illegal, 
they were arranged in accordance with the place at- 
tained in their examivation. This continued until 1879 
when they secured their proper places and precedence 
by appeal to law. 

They say mapy having been promoted to the rank 
of Major, and having with their promotion received a 
new commission as Surgeon, do not suffer from the 
construction placed upon the act, leaving only eight to 
be punished and degraded in this way. 








THE FRENCH MANC:UVRES OF 1884. 


Genera OU. O. Howard, U. 8. A,, has submitted to 
the Headquartersof the Army an interesting report of his 
observations during the manceuvres of the 17th French 
Corpa @’ Armee in September last. He was attended by 
his Aide, Lieutenant Guy Howard, and by Lieutenant 
J. P. Wisser, 1st U. 8S. Artillery. He first describes the 
courtesies he received from the French officials and 
next the general hypothesis for the manceuvres, which 
consisted in the repulse of a force penetrating France, 
September 4, from the northwest and bearing upon 
Toulouse in three columns. The enemy took up a posi- 
tion from which he retired, his left flank being turned, 
and a second flaoking movement compelled the choice 
of a third position. He, finally, on the night of Sep- 
tember 12, assumed for defence a strong position on 
the heights south ef Ordan, between the brooks I’ 
Aulone and the Larros. A little further to the south 
the woods of Auch furnished a second and a still better 
line, due to the steep approaches from the northwest. 
The |7th Corps attacked these two positions in turn by 
the right with infantry and the divisional artillery from 
Ordan, pivoting upon a brigade massed in reserve near 
the left. The corps artillery, far to the east of Ordan, 
on the extreme left of the line, uear the road to Auch, 
took up positions one after another, advancing almost 
without support, and made rapid and effective flank 
fires. The attacks were brilliantiy executed, and the 
enemy were dislodged and thrown in disorder upon the 
broken ground to the south towards the Pyrenees. 
During the day the ammunition was not spared, and 
the movements were exciting and of great interest. 

Sept. 13, the operations were closed by a fine review 
of the entire corps. The troops were first arranged in 
line along a highway leading northward from Auch. 
The general line was formed in the road and extended 
about three miles. The artillery was massed in an open 
field, about midway, in rear of the infantry, and the 
cavalry formed in line upon the left flank of: the artil- 

. “Certainly,” says General Howard, ‘the general 
appearance of the troops after their long and fatiguing 
marchings, was all that the French generals could de- 
sire. Take it all in all, I said to myself, this body of 
17 000 men is a fine command, and under good leader- 
ship must constitute a formidable foe.

Ia a description of the organization, which follows, 
we are told that: ‘‘ The designating numbers or names 
of corps, of divisions, and of brigades, are regular 
throughout the French Army. There is a simple rule 
by which the divisions are known when the particular 
corps is given. Double the corpsnumber and you have 
the larger designating number of a division. The 
other division is simply one less. The same rule 

es to the two brigades of a division. For ex- 
ample: Given the 12th Corps, the 24th and 23d will be 
ons. Given the 20th Division, the 40th and 


89th will be the brigades which form it. And a slight

The arms and accoutrements are next described; the 
clothing, the trains and the feeding of the Army. 

In addition tothe arms the infantry soldiers’ field 
equipment consisted of a rectangular black leather 
knapsack slung by straps around each shoulder, and 
which could be fastened to the belt in front. The 
water bo.tle was slung from left shoulder to right side. 
A haversack of white cloth, hung from right shoulder 
on left side, contained food for the current day. Two 
pouches on waist belt, one in.front and one behind, 
could contain 62 rounds of ammunition, but for the 
mapceuvres had only a limited number of blank car- 
tridges. A soup-pot, to hold about a quart, was fastened 
bottom upwards on the top of each knapsack, and the 
men of a squad divided among themselves a small spade, 
hatchets, small picks, mess pans, and large pot, one of 
which was convenieutly strapped to back or side of the 
knapsack. During the manceuvres the weight of the 
infantry man’s luad, including arm and excluding cloth- 
ing worn, was from twenty eight to thirty-two pounds. 
Of course, in actual war this weight would be increased 
by the greater weight and larger amount of ammunition. 

All the cavalry were armed with the rifle carbine 
(Chassepot model), calibre .433 in., slung by gun sling 
across back, muzzle at left shoulder. Pistol slung in 
holster by narrow strap over left shoulder to right side. 
The canteen was slung from right shoulder to left side 
in the same way, and just balanced the pistol. The 
sabre was hung by one strap from the belt to a ring 
upon the scabbard, so placed as to conveniently balance 
its weight and allow the hilt to incline a little forward 
and the lower end to hang a little to the 1 ear of the per- 
pendicular. The sabre could be detached from the belt 
straps and thrust through a loop on a leather support 
hung below the cantle of the saddle on the left side, so 
as to be left hanging on the saddle when the soldier was 
required to fight on foot. Wooded picket pins and very 
small rope for lariats were used. The cartridges were 
carried in a large pouch on the belt. 

The weight of the cavalry horse’s load, including the 
man, is 250 pounds. This is allowing 150 pounds for 
the weight of the man. 

The artillery, except the horse battery (one only), had 
90 millimeter breech loading guns, which is 3.54 in. 
diameter of bore; length of gun, 90 inches; weight, 
1,166 lbs.; service charge of powder, 4 lbs. 3 02z.; 
weight of shell filled, 17.6 lbs.; weight uf shrapnel, 18 
lbs.; number of balls in shrapnel, 92; weight of case 
shot, 17.3 lbs.; number ef balls, 123; weight of gun 
and carriage, 2,662 lbs ; weight of limber packed, 1,738 
lbs.; authorized rounds carried in limber and caisson 
box, common shell, 15; to shrapnel, 10; to case, 1. 

Further details, especially those regarding equip- 
ments of artillery, have been left to Lieutenant Wisser, 
oftheartillery, whogavehis speeial attention to this arm. 

The clothing of the soldiers was rather coarse and 
generally not well fitted. The overcoats of the infantry 
were always worn, their vest or under short coat, jacket 
like, was usually rolled up and secured at the tup of 
the knapsack. The forage or campaign cap is of good 
shape, higher than ours, particularly in front, with good 
visor, properly curved so as to thoroughly shade the 
eyes. The skirts of the overcoat being long were but- 
toned, the front to the back corner on either side, so as 
to prevent interference with the soldier’s legs in move- 
ment, ¢. ¢. the two corners of each skirt met midway at 
the side, Jeaving an opening front and back. Troops 
weering cape to overcoat, artillery and cavalry, have 
the rank of non-commissioned officers indicated on 
front of cape by silver stripes, put on horizentally. No 
blankets were carried, though in barracks they have a 
kind of coverlid in place of blankets. Leather bottoms 
of trousers extending from knee down were worn in 
place of boots by mounted men, and are very useful in 
warm weuther, being cooler and as serviceable as boots. 
The officers’ field uniform coat contains deep pockets in 
front for paper, maps, pencils and other essentials. The 
pockets are very useful and in great contrast to ours, 
existing only on the inside. They opened to the out- 
side, their edges following the braid of oue cf the 
frogs across the front. This coat was also slashed at 
the sides and beit worn underneath. A uniform boot 
was enforced for all officers, differing according to the 
arm of the service. Judging from the variety of un- 
derclothing which the mea wore, certainly no pre- 
scribed uniform in this respect is insisted on. 

The troops, officers and men, .were quartered on the 
inhabitants each night, each house having been already 
marked as 8 column approached a village, with white 
chalk, with the number of men it was to contain and 
of what regiment, battalion and company. [flere the 
soldiers were given their evening meal by the inhabitants. 
An issue of bread was made by the intendance for the 
next day’s breakfast and to last during the day’s marcb- 
ing. Details of’ men went on foot to convenient points 
to get the supply. This bread ration, with two days’ 
reserve ration in knapsack to be used only in case of 
emergency, kept the men till the next evening’s quar- 
tering and until the next issue. The officers were quar- 
tered with the inhabitants, paying for their own meals, 
though | believe it was usual for principal citizens to 
entertain them without payment. 

The French officers were habitually kind and cour- 
teous. l observed no harshness in their manner to- 
wards, or treatment of, their soldiers, but ascertained 
that more power to reprimand and punish is allowed 
them than to our officers. For example, a captain cao 
confine a man four days without trial and then release 
him. There is apparently much freedom of inter- 
course between the iupior officers and their subordinate 
non-commissioned officers, but, says Gen. Huward, “! 
never saw an instance where the iatter presumed upol 
this freedom to the extent of disrespect. Certainly, 
phe severity of discipline which is so wholesome as 4 
preparation for battle and war does not exist in France 
to anything like the same degree as I observed in Tur- 
key, Italy, Germany or England.” 
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THE SWAIM COURT-MARTIAL. 


Secretary of War Lincoln testified before the Court, 
Friday, December 12, that he had received no report 
from General Swaim, concerning the alleged duplica- 
tion of Colonel Morrow’s pay accounts previous to the 
reference to it in Swaim’s endorsement of April 18, 
1884, upon the letter sent him by the Secretary of War 
communicating to him the charges laid against him be- 
fore the War Department by Mr. Bateman. 

The Secretary on cross examination, asserted that he 
bad no knowledge whatever of the duplication of Col. 
Morrow’s pay accounts prior to the indorsement of bis 
letter by General Swaim. 

This answer was preceded by a long argument as to 
its admissibility, in which General Grosvenor stated 
that the defence would show that at the date on which 
it is charged that General Swaim knew of the alleged 
duplication of Colonel Morrow’s accounts the Secretary 
of War and the Gereral of the Army had knowledge of 
such alleged duplication—had known it for weeks, 
and had taken official action in the matter; that official 
knowledge came the Secretary of War as early as April 
5, 1883, not only of the duplication of pay accounts, but 
of the arrangements to poo) these pay accounts, and 
that General Swaim knew that the Secretary of War 
had that information. 

‘The Secretary testified that he had no official infor- 
mation that Morrow’s accounts were said to be fraudu- 
lent. Major Carey had come to him with a letter from 
Colonel Morrow asking that his (Morrow’s) pay ac- 
counts be reserved to settle certain debts. The request 
was a wholly unusual one, and his reply to Major 
Carey was that he would not consent to put an officer’s 
name on the stoppage circulars, except for some recog- 
nized cause, but that he had no objection to the making 
of an agreement under which it would be understood 
that Colonel Morruw’s pay accounts would only be paid 
by one paymaster. Witness had never had a conversa- 
tion with General Sherman on the subject, and had not 
received any communication from him with regard to 
these pay accounts; he had, however, had a conversa- 
tion in the spring of 1883 with General Sherman touch- 
ing complaints that had come to him concerning the 
indebtedness of Colonel Morrow. 

He was asked if a newspaper correspondent named 
Scott Smith had not come te him early in March 1888, 
and told him that Morrow’s accounts were fraudulent, 
and showed him a publication on the subject. This 
question was objected to, and ruled out by the 
Court. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Grosvenor, the Sec- 
retary said that when Major Carey brought Colonel 
Morrow’s letter to him, he (the Secretary) knew that 
the accounts mentioned were in the future. Mr. Gros- 
venor then asked: “Did you understand at that time 
that such an assignment of accounts was in violation of 
S2ction 2,280, in regard to oflicer’s pay accounts?” 

Secretary Lincoln replied, ‘‘ Perfectly well,” and 
Mr. Grosvenor then asked, ‘‘Then why did you not 
prosecute Colonel Morrow for violation of the articles 
of war?” 

Mr. Chandler immediately objected to this question, 
and Mr. Grosvenor said that if objection was made 
they would not insist upon it. 

Gen. Drum testified that he had never received any 
report or information concerning Col. Morrow’s pay 
accounts. He was asked when, if ever, he had re. 
ceived information of the duplication of Col. Morrow’s 
pay accounts. This question was objected to and was 
not pressed, the Court having stated that even if it 
could be shown that Swaim knew that General Drum 
had such information, the presumption would not be 
that Swaim thought that the Adjutant General, his 
official superior, had done his duty, and communicated 
the knowledge to the Secretary of War, thus relieving 
him, Swaim, from the obligation to communicate his 
information. 

Mr. 8. E Middleton, Mr. John W. Corson and two 
paymasters’ clerks testified as to the transfer of his pay 
— made by Uolonel Morrow to protect his cred- 

Colonel Albert P. Morrow was then called and testi- 
fied that in April, 1883, he had an interview with Gen- 
eral Swaim, in which he asked the latter to loan him 
$8,000 ; General Swaim said he was unable to loan him 
the money, but asked him what security he could give. 
Witness informed him that he had no security other 
than his pay accounts and a life insurance policy, and 
General Swaim then told him that there were bankers 
in the city who loaned money on such security, and 
gave him a note of introduction to Bateman and Co., 
— he (witness) delivered at Bateman and Co.’s 


On cross-examination Colonel Morrow said that Gen- 
eral McKibben accompanied him on his visit to General 
Swaim, and also that he (witness) had not told General 
Swaim at this interview that there was anything wrong 
with his pay accounts. 

The testimony for the prosecution closed with the 
examination of General David B. McKibben, who cor- 
roborated Colonel Morrow’s statement as to the visit to 
General Swaim. Being subsequently recalled by the 
defence, he testified that he bad not had any subsequent 
Conversation with Geaeral Swaim on the subject of Col- 
Onel Morrow’s pay accounts except during the Swaim 
court of inquiry, when Mr. Bateman’s lawyer had, he 
said, tried to implicate him (the witness) as conspiring 
with General Swaim to pass fraudulent pay accounts 
upon him. This reply cansed something of a sensation 
in court, and the Judge-Advocate said: ‘‘Under the cir- 
cumstances, General, I shall ask you if at the time of 
the interview between General Swaim and Colonel 
Morrow, at which you were present, you had not been 
informed by Colonel Morrow that there were duplicate 
vouchers of his pay accounts issued.” This question 
was objected to bythe defence, and after some parley- 
ing on the suggestion of the court, the latter part of the 
witness's answer to the preceding question was stricken 


out, whereupon the last question was withdrawn by the 
Judge Advocate. 

For the defence Edward M. Pettigrew, an expert 
accountant, testified as to the method upon which he 
had made his computations, showing errors in interest 
1n the copy of the “consolidated account” kaown to 
this case as having been furnished to Gen. Swaim by 
Bateman and Co. 

Captain T. H. Norton testified that he had never 
heard Gen. Swaim’s name mentioned in connection with | 
the pooling arrangement for the benefit of Col. Morrow’s | 
creditors. Paymaster General Rochester identified the | 
letter written by Col. Morrow asking to have his (Mor- 
row’s) pay stopped except as to Washington. Major 
G. D. Corey corroborated Gen. Rochester’s statements 
about the action taken upon it. He did not know at 
the time that Morrow’s accounts were duplicated. 

Joseph McDonald testified to the transactions between 
Gen. Swaim and Mr. Bateman; to show the good faith 
of Gen. Swaim in bringing tne suit on the due bill 
known in this case. This witness testified that Gen. 
Swaim was absent from his office when the letter of the 
Secretary of War informing him of the charges brought 
against him by Mr. Bateman was brought to the office, 
and it was some time before he returned, but immedi- 
ately upon his return an indorsement was written on 
Secretary’s letter by the witness and signed by Gen. 

waim. 

Colonel Morrow was recalled, and testified further as 
to his transactions with General Swaim, and asto his 
giving him a bill of sale on a piano as security fora 
loan of $150. ‘(he wife of witness sold the piano, and 
witness so informed General Swaim, who, on being told 
by witness what price had been received for the piano, 
said he would have given more for it. 

Seth E. Terry, a clerk in General Swaim’s office, and 
Robert T. Humphrey, to whom the due bill was trans- 
ferred by General Swaim, testified as to General Swaim’s 
transactions with Bateman & Co. Messrs. McDonald 
and Terry were subjected to severe cross examination 
by the Judge Advocate, directed to an impeachment of 
their characters. Mr. McDonald testified that he re- 
signed from the police force of New York because 
charges of intoxication had been preferred against him. 
Mr. Terry stated that he had been indicted for embezz- 
ling the funds of the Washington Territorial Laid and 
Building Association, of which he was secretary, but 
that he had not embezzled any money, and that the 
charge was intended to blackmail him. 

On Thursday the defence tried te prove by Robert L. 
DeAkers, a former employee of Bateman and Co., that 
that firm posted in this city false bulletins of stock 
transactions in New York, but his testimony wes ex- 
cluded. Robert T. Humphrey was recalled and testified 
further concerning the ‘‘due bill” that figures in the 
case and electrified the court room by the statement 
that he had been ‘‘dogged by Army officers,” which 
assertion he afterwards modified. 

Gen. Swaim was then called to the stand by the de- 
fence. In his testimony he said that the paper presen- 
ted to him by Bateman and Co. in the fall of 1883, as 
the Antrim claim purchased by him, did not represent 
the claim which he had authorized them to purchase; 
as to the copper mining stock transactions, Bateman had 
obtained from him a check for $1,000 with which to 
purchase stock in the copper mining company on repre- 
sentations that many prominent men, among them Se- 
nators Sherman, Windom and Ferry were concerned 
in it, and that the stock was worth in themarket $1 a 
share, while he was to be let in on the ‘‘ground floor” 
to purchase it at forty cents a share. Upon subsequent 
inquiry he found that the mine which was to be oper- 
ated by the company had no foundation, and told Mr. 
Bateman so, and the latter told him that the company 
had fallen through; he never saw any shares of the 
stock, when they were presented before the Court of 
Inquiry in the case. The history of the ‘‘due bill” 
transaction was then told by Gen. Swaim. He took 
Mr. Bateman’s ‘‘due bill” for the amount left with the 
firm, and told them he would give ample notice when 
he wanted the money. He knew nothing about the 
memorandum on the ‘“‘due bill” reading ‘6 per cent. 
interest and 10 per cent.” Bateman subsequently came 
to see him, and was urgent that the $5,000 should be 
loaned to him for two or three years, on the same con- 
ditions that Brown had nad it, but he refused to 
let him have it on those terms but consented to let the 
money remain with him, and allow the interest on it to 
becredited on his account. Purchases and sales of 
stocks on his account appeared on the consolidated 
statement furnished him by Bateman, which he had 
not authorized and of which he had not been notified at 
the time the transactions are said to have eccurred. 
Finally he told Bateman that he was determined to 
have the transaction closed up, and he transferred the 
‘due bill” to Bright, Humphrey and Co., and requested 
them to bring suit upon it, as he did not wish to enter 
suit in his own name because of the position he occu- 
pied inthe Army. The witness then testified as to 
Bateman and Co.’s method of doing business, saying 
that Thomas M. Nichol and ex-Governor Pound, of 
Wisconsin, had spoken to him about the ‘‘crooked” 
way in which that firm did business.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. H. G. Grsson, 34 U. 8, Artillery, in a regimental - 
order announcing the death of Brevet Major J. R. Kelly, 
says: ‘‘He was an officer of long and honorable service, 
marked by honesty of purpose, fidelity and excellence of 
performance, By the colonel of the regiment, with whom 
Mejor Kelly was associated during part of the Rappahan- 
nock campaign of the Army of the Potomac, and after the 
war, at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, and at Fort Adamr, 
Rhode Island, in the relation of commander and subaltern, 
the loss of so worthy an officer and so faithful a friend, is - 
keenly felt and deeply deplored. An intelligent and cor- 
scientious officer,a warm and steadfast friend, a devont 
Catholic, who neasured his duty to his Creator and his 
neighbor by the precepts of the Church, and the kindly law 
of sympathy and affection, and to his country by tho in- 
stincts of atrue loyalty, he deserves more than a passing 
tribute from his commander and comrades in arms. Major 
Kelly participated in all the campaigns of the grand Army 
of the Potomac, from Peninsula’s fields under McCiellan to 
the closing scene of Appomattox under Grant; and in the 
scores of battles and engagements, in the perils and excite- 
ments of which it wes his lot to share, he was ever brave, 
active and efficient. ‘For gallant and meritorious services 
in the battle of Gaiues’ Mill, Virginia,’ he was brevetted to 
the grade of captain, and ‘for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices in the battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia,’ to the grade 
of major.” 

Cart. Lewis 8. Yorke, who died Dee, 11, at his residence, 
61 South Washington square, New York City, in his eighty- 
third year, was for a number of years in the merchant ser- 
vice, served as an acting assistant paymaster in the U. 8. 
Navy from 1862 until 1865, and subsequently wae Harbor 
Master of New Orleans. He leaves three surviving children 
—Ool. P. Joves Yorke, of Louisiana ; Paymaster Lewis A. 
Yorke, U. 8. N., and Mrs. King, wife of Oapt. Chas. King, 
U. 8. A. The remains were taken to Philadelphia for inter- 
ment, the funeral ceremonies taking place from the Church 
of St. James the Less. The deceased was a descendant of 
Thomas Yorke, of Yorkshire, Eng., who was appointed by 
the crown tu a judgeship in Philadelphia, and who also re- 
ceived a grant of land of New Jersey lands from the crown, 


Rearn ApmipaL AgcHrpaLp Maciean, one of the most. 
distinguished officers of the German Navy, who died Dec. 
7, was descended from one of those numerous Scottish 
families whom the political vicissitudes of their own country 
or the military attractions of Germany induced to settle on 
the shores of the Baltic from the time when Dalgetty served 
under the Lion of the North till the Seven Years’ War, when 
Marshal Keith found favor in the eyes of Frederick the 
Great. Rear Admiral Maclean commanded the Prinz Adal- 
bert, on board of which Prince Henry of Prussia sailed 
round the world. 

Tux faneral of the late Commander 8. Dana Greene, U. 8 
Navy, took place at Bristo), R. 1., on Tuesday, Deo. 16, and 
was attended by the prominent citizens of that pleoe and 
large contingents of naval officers from Newovort, Ports- 
mouth, ete. The remains of Commander Greene arrived at 
Bristol by the 1.30 train, December 16. Beside the family 
there were on the train numerous friends of the deceased 
from Boston, Providence aud other places. A large delegt- 
tion of Naval officers from Newport and many citizens of 
Bristol were present on the arrival of tho train, The 
casket was borne from the car to the hearse on the shoulders 
of four midshipmen. The procession was formed with an 
escort of Marines and about thirty apprentices from the 
U. 8. School Ship New Hampshire, headed by the Marine 
Band, and moved to the North Cemetery. The Episcopal 
service was read by the Rev. Mr. Locke, of St. Michael's 
Church, ard the remains were temporarily entombed. It iz 
supposed that Commander Greene shot himself soon after 
the men quit work at the yard, as paintera were at work in 
the Franklin ship house Thursday afternoon, and would 
have heard the report of a pistol fired in tho building while 
they were there. He was missed about five o’clock and an 
alarm given, and the officers of the yard, Marines, and citi- 
zens of Kittery joined in the search with lanterns. Abont 
eight o’clock his body was found on e pile of trenails in the 
loft of the ship house, with a colt’s navy revolver in the 
right hand, one chamber of which was empty, the bullet 
having passed through his head from right to left, probably 
causing instant death. The body wae removed to the yard 
hospital, where it was viewed by Coroner E. C. Neally, of 
Kittery, who decided an inquest unnecessary. The pistol 
was borrowed by the deceased from the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the yard, on the plea of use in shooting an annoy- 
ing cat. He had acted strangely for some days, and the 
excitement he showed concerning the published accounts of 
the Monitor affair was no doubt a symptom of approaching 
derangement. 

Gen. P. V. Exauanp, & distinguishod officer of the Britieh 
Aimy, died recently in his ninety-seventh year. He entered 
the Army in 1805 and served through the Peninsular War.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


R MILITARY MARKSMANSHIP. 

‘Tax history of the development of systematic rifle prac- 
fice as a branch of military instruction in this country is 
‘well known. A glance at the statistics, published by the 
‘National as weli as by the State military authorities, at once 
reveals the progress made in this useful and important 
branch of military instruction, In its first stages marks- 
mannship was confined to a few specialists who made remark- 
mble scores at long ranges with rifles manufactured especially 
‘for their purposes. As it now stands, here as well as in 
‘Great Britain, the matter has entirely assumed a practica! 
*bape, the standard of maiksmansbip is now practically 
wstablished on a military basis, and the military breech- 
Yoader reigns snpreme on the range. Under these circum- 
stances, the rules governing practice at such a range as 
Creedmoor should be made with special regard to the ac- 
commodation of its military frequenterr. Creedmoor labors 
under two disadvantages—its inconvenient situation and the 
lwk of accommodation of the railroad authorities. Both of 
these, beyond the control of the Directors, are powerful 
factors in the problem of successfully maintaining the range 
Its continuation mainly depends upon the support of the 
troops of the State of New York. 

‘The difficulties under which National Guardsmen labor when 
they desire to turn out with their organizatiun on public du- 
‘ties are well known, but they have hardly been properly 
considered in framing the rules governing their rifle prac- 
tice. Men certainly should be allowed more latitude in their 
efforts to gain the State decoration before the butts, and it 
will be found to the interest of the range, as in the interest 
of the troops, to relax the rules compelling attendance at the 
annual competitions on stated days. The Spiril of the Times 
comments on the matter in terms which deserve considera- 
tion from those who govern the matter, and, from it we 
quote as follows : 

* If the National Rifle Associstion wish—as we are assured 
they du—to increase the interest in the rifle movement in Amer- 
doa, why do not the Directors use their influence with the State 
authorities to permit ds and panies to visit the range at 
‘Creedmoor at any and all times, compete in compavy, regimental 
Brigade or Division matches, and at the sme time allow scores 
thas made to count in the annual rifle duty of the soldier? Our 
present system is cumbersome to the highest degree; the citizen 
soldier is given one assigned day to. practice with bis organize- 
tien and if through any cause be is turced to be absent, be is 
Perforce shut out from all the credit of the year. This rule 
works much harm, for the individual, company, regiment, Bri- 
gade and Division suffers. 

The experi of capable offi is that the average National 
Guardsman desires to test his ability as a marksman, and that is 
@s soon as he finds that he can hold bis own with a loaded gun 
he fee » bis importance to his compaoy and naturally becomes a 
better soldier. The present laws of this State are dead against 
this feeling. The man is ordered to report for rifle practice on a 
specified day. Through business, sickness, or the many other 
causes vccurring in our lives, he does not attend. This is his 
one day, and through his absence he is shut out from farther 
privileges. Our Natiunal Guardsmen are volunteer soldiers, who 
cheerfully devote their time and money for the good of the 
State. They receive nocempensation, are liable to be called 
upon at apy t rifice themselves for the good of the 
public, and yet, under the rulings of higher authority are stinted 
in every privilege that the private citizen can domand, Because 

the bp many | obligate themselves to perform certain pre- 
ecri duties they are hsmpered and overweighted by red tape 
= departments so that the very essence of their ambition is de- 

Renee the cast fron rules requiring each man to parade with 
his regiment one special day at Creedmoor in each year, but 
make the rule imperative that, in order that a command should 
receive the benefit of the money allowance from the State, one of 
the prescribed parades or drills should be for rifie practice on a 
range provided by the State. More instruction in the use of the 
rifle can be given in one day upon the range than can be accom- 
plished in the six months devoted to armory drills. 

It is never too late to mend! and at the next session of the 
State Legislature the military code of New York State 
should be so ded as to provide for the extreme, instead 
of the present limited rifle tice in the National Guard. Re- 
model the laws relating to National Guard rifle practice, and we 
may again see the Creedmoor rifle range filled with men ready 
and anxious to utilize every target and marker at the disposal of 
the National Rifle Association.

NEW YORK ITEMS, 


Tbe non-commissioned officers of the $d Battery have been 
ordered to assemble for theoretical instruction December 16, 
23 and 30. 

The 40th and 41st separate companies took up battalion drills 
on Monday, Dec. 7. 

Company drills in the 24 Division appear to be as badly at- 
tended asin the Ist. The Brooklyn Zagle comments on the sub- 
ject as follows: “* The attendance at company drills is the light- 
est known in many seasons. Here and there evidences of enthu- 
siasm are discernible, but for the most part officers and rank 
and file approach their self appointed task with languid indiffer- 
ence,and perform their duties ina purely perfunctory spirit. 
The rapidly growing lists of absentees will probably make lively 
work for regimental court-martial in the near future, but their 
effect in the immediate present upon the morale of the organiza- 
tion is undeniably demoralizing and disheartening. And when it 
is taken into consideration that the bulk of the military force on 
this side of the East River is composed of young soldiers—re- 
cruits for the most part of two or three years’ standing—this 
lamentable condition of affairs isthe more surprising and dis- 
couraging. There is sound common sensein tue proposition 
that the reason for the falling off in attendance is due to the 
failure on the part of company commanders to make their drills 
interesting ;: and the further proposition to bold a convention of 
captains and subaltern and field officers, which it is understood 
the division commander has under advi t, to ider the 
best means for overcoming this defect, will be hailed with gen- 
eral gratification.” 

Capt. Freemen, of the 22d Regiment, thinks that the phraseology 
of one of the sentences in our comments in our issue of Dec. 6 un 
the drill of Company E, 22d Regiment, is liable to misconstruc- 
tion, so as to charge him with indifference. To put the captain 
at ease, we desire tosay that we did not intend to reflect upon 
him in that way, and that the words referred to applied in a gen- 
6ral sense to indifferent captains. Captain Freeman does not be- 
long to that category; on thecontrary he is well known asa 
competent and efficient officer, and the fact that’ he frequently 
omits to take command in person at company drilis is entirely 
owing to his desire to give his subalterns a chance to practice, 
and to this fact their well known efficiency is greatly due.

MASSACHUSETTS.

Of the modern wortars, be said: ‘‘ The United 
States 13-inch seacoast mortar of 17,000 pounds fires a shell of 218 
pourds, with a maximum charge of 20 pounds, and at 45 deg. 
elevation attains a range of 4,636 yards. The 1l-inch Krupp sea- 
coast howitzer, of 22,000 pounds, fires a shell of 437 pounds, with 
a charge of 44 pounds prismatic powder, and at high angles at- 
tains s of 8,813 yards. The United States 10-inch seacoast 
mortar of 7,300 pounds fires_a loaded shelliof 104 pounds, with a 








charge of 12 pounds of powder, at 45 deg. elevation, and attains s 
rauge of 4,536 yards. 6 United States 10-inch siege mortar of 
1,900 pounds fires a shel! of 104 pounds with a maximum ) 
of powder of 4 pounds, and attalps —— of 2,235 yards. e 
French 8.6 inch (22 c. m.) howitzer of 8,140 pounds fires a shell of 
175 pounds with a charge of 13.20 pounds, and attains a range of 
5707 yards. The Eoglish 8-inch rifled howitzer of 5,170 pounds 
fires a shell ot 179 pounds, with a charge of 10 pounds, and at- 
tains a range of 4,931 yards. Tbe Prussian rifled mortar of 8.23 
ioches, weivhing 6,655 pounds, fires ashell of 179 pounds with a 
charge of 77 pounds, and attains a range of 4,370 yards. The 
8.2,677-Loch Austrian cast-iron rifled howitzer of 10,241 nda: 
fires a shell of 191.40 pounds with a charge of 12.32 pou and. 
attains a range of 4,940 yards. The Sw 8-inch mortar of 
8,377.48 pounds fires a shell of 107 pounds with a charge of 16.5¢ 
pounds, and attains a range of 7,436 yards. The Russian 8-inch. 
mortar of 7,202 pounds fires a shell of 175.83 pounds with a yf 
of 11.6 pouads—range not reportedin any tables—and so on all 
througt the list. Our mortars are as obsolete as our gune, ships 
and forts, It will be noticed that the conservative English cling 
as we do to muzzile-loaders, and that all other nations have 
adopted the breech loaders in mortar firing; also that by rifling 
mortars we get greater ranges, more accuracy in on, & 
greater weight of projectile, with greater relative effect on earth- 
works and armored decha and greatly increased bursting charges, 
with greater results on their explosion.”

REcENTLY 1n the British Parliament, Mr. Tomlinson asked 
whether there was any fouhdation for the statement pub- 
lished at Barbados, on the 24th October last, that the Leg- 
islative Assembly of the Island of Dominica had passe 
resolutions recommending that Her Majesty’s Government 
be memorialized to cede the island to the United States of 
Ameriva. The Under Secretary for the Colonies answered 
that the Government had no knowledge of the matter 
except from the newsparer named. 

Apvices from’ London state that the English negotiations 
with Ohina, with a view to settle the Franco-Chinese difii- 
culty amicably, have resulted in failure, and it is believed 
that the negotiations are definitely stupped. 

Sir Henry Bessemer now holds 141 patents on his many 
inventions. It is said that his steel process patents brought 
him $600,000 a year for twenty-one years. 

Tue French Government are having constructed abroad 
large and costly epecial machiu® tools to aid in the construc- 
tion of light armored swift cruisers. One of these appli- 
ances isa shearing apparatus for cutting up steel plates 1 
inch in thickness. The total weight of this machine and 
the engine to operate it (combined) is about 35 tons. 


An electric lighting outfit has been supplied to the British 
man-of-war Colossus. Three dynamo-electric machines gev- 
erate the current for the whole ship, which is lighted by 150 
lights of 20 and 240 lights of 10 candle power of the glow 
type. There are three very pewerful search lights, and the 
yardarms are fitted with glow lights. This is the most com- 
prehensive intreduction of an electric lighting system as yet 
effected on board any vessel of the British Navy. 

Tue Telegraphe is informed that three torpedo boats, 
which were built in England, were sent to Australia and 
thence forwarded to Shanghai for service in the Chinese 
navy. The Telegraphe says it is not surprised at knowing 
that the English steamer Glencoe, which lately sailed for 
— had a large quantity of arms on board for the Chinese 

orces. 

Tue French Chamber of Deputies on Saturday last passed 
the navy estimates, coupled with a recommendation urging 
the building of numerous swift cruisers and torpedo vessels 
and greater speed and expedition in the construction of 
large men-of-war. The Chamber also votes the army esti- 
mates, An amendment by Bishop Freppel, opposing the 
abolition of the post of chaplain in military hospitals, was 
rejected by a vote of 385 to 115. 

Apvicrs from Rio Janeiro indicate that “pressing” for the 
Brazilian Army bas been resumed. It has been denied offi- 
cially, says the despatch, but official denials in Brazil do not 
command implicit faith, and the journals continue to note 
the disappearance of youths and to relate with circumstance 
seizures in the streets and market places and conveyance at 
once to the barracks, wherein they are speedily converted into 
“volunteers” by means of persuasions which have never been 
found to fail in securing an involuntary recruit’s consent to 
take the oath. The rumor is that bigh bounties to volun- 
teers and great activity in the military and marine arsenals 
have connection with the settleme:t of the Missiones bound- 
ary question with the Argentine Republic, while Brazil hes 
the maritime superiority, just obtained by the arrival of the 


iron-clad Riachuelo. Harmony, however, does not appear 
to reign in the Brazilian squadron at present, as two com- 
manders of vessels have resigned, and charges of insubor- 


d| dination brought against the commander of the Rrachuelo 


are under investigation. 

Tue Canadian military authorities have bean porns par- 
ticular attention of late to the state of the fortifications de- 
fending the harbor of Halifax, and it has been decided 
to erect another large fort at the York redoubt, in close 
proximity to the present one, upon which will be placed sev- 
eral guos of the heaviest calibre. The work, it is under- 
stood, will be proceeded with as soon as possible. 

Tue 63 ton and 110-ton guos which are in the course of 
manufacture in England are on new desigus. The 43-ton gun 
has been tested. It can perforate cbeut 2lin. of wrought iron, 
or about two-thirds of the same thickness of compound plate. 
Ite maximum range is about eight miles. None of the 43- 
ton guns were fired at Alexandria, as none were mounted in 
yessels at the time. The guns reported damaged at Alex- 
andria were five in number—namely, one llin., which show- 
ed a crack at the muzzle; two 10in., which exhibited trifling 
defects on the exterior near the muzzle; one 8in., struck on 
muzzle by enemy’s shell; and one 20.pounder, handle of 
vent piece blown off. Of the 43-ton guns, fifteen were taken 
in cxtmates. Ten have been actually delivered. Four are 
being proceeded with for the Collingwood and will be ready 
in time. The remaining gun is a spare gun, and is well ad- 
vanced. Twenty-two 18 ton guns have been taken in eati- 
mates. Three have been delivered to the Navy for experi- 
mental purposes, Fifteen are ready at Woolwich, except 
that the sighting is not complete, pending a decisiou as to 
the brand of powder tobe used. The remaining four are 
incomplete, but will be ready ia time for the Imperieuse, for 
which ship they are intended. 

Tux hideous equestrian statue of the Duke of Wellington, 
which has been removed from its original site in London, 
was the source of considerable unhappiness to the Duke dur- 
ing his life time, as ee from OCroker’s biography especi- 
ally. In the life of Wilberforce, Bishop of Oxford and Win- 
chester, also appears this entry: ‘I asked Lord Aberdeen: 
‘Do you believe a story Brougham told me, that the Duke 
meant, if the equestrian statue were taken down, to resign 

his commission, et cet., and said, ‘I fear I cannot the peer- 
age?’ ‘Ido not believe that, but it might be true. He 
felt wonderfully strongly about its being an indignity. 
Broughan) won upon him by flattering him. I believe that 
I was accessory to the beginning of it. The Duke hated him. 
But I told him that Brougham had said of his despatches,
